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Horſe,ſent to the reſcue of this plac2; 
diſpatched inmediatly certaine Com- 
po___ of Cuiraſiers and Carahins, to 

Ze on aplace, by which they who 
were retired ( as 1s touched before ) 
might haue fled,and goneto their ſuc- 
cours, cauſed the Canon to play on 
them that withdrew themſelues to the 
Caſtle, and whereas ſome part of them 
made a ſtand on a little Hill, in the 
mid-way from the Caſtle, which did 
* much annoy our Men,they were bea- 
ten thence, it being not yet noone, 
when all this ſeruice was rmed, 
Fromthe fame place of the batterie, 
6 69%, we loſing any time,to 
beate the Caſtle, wherwith they with- 
in being temfied , feeing themſelues 
brqught to ſuch a ſtreight, made a 
{igne that they would parlee, and ren- 
der the place; and to that purpoſe, the 


Sergeant Maior Vertua, who com-, 


manded there, ſent his Ayndante to 
treate, whoſe demand was to depart 
with life and Armes: whereto hee was

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anſwered,that his HighneſTe was con- 
tent to tit, the Bid Ayndante ha- 
ui declared,that he was autho- 
riſe] to make a compoſition, and that 
they treated in their owne names, and 
not in the name of the Princeſle of 
Maſſerano , to*'whom alſo his Highnes 
was willing to [ſhew fauour,comman- 
; ding\{hee ſhould haue no diſpleaſure 
done her, but bee permitted to goe 
whither ſhee would, With this reſo- 
lution the Ayndante returned, and m 
the meane while his Highneſle gaue 
order for the appointing of thoſe Þul- 
diers, who {hould haue the guard of 
the Caſtle; but the Sergeant Maior, 
who hauing bin made acquainted by 
the Ayndante , with that which he had 
concluded, {hewed himſelfe not con- 
temed therewith, but thathee would 
art with match in cocke lighted, 
though the Ayndante replied, thathee 
had fully capitulated in the aforeſaid 
manner, fell to ſhooting anew, Euery 
one marualled at this ſtrange courſe, 
E 2 the 
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thenewes of the Compoſition bein 
now fſpred through the C boys ; an 
his Highneſſe commanded the batte- 
rie ſhould bee continued, which was 
done throughly till dark night;during 
which,our Men wonneground by lit- 
tle and little, and made chemſclues 
Maſters of certaine Houſes and Barri- 
cadoes, which they within held in the

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as hee was likewte perſwaded and

to take view of the odgings and quar- 
ters of his Men, and being corge to

or Camp-maſter,Carlo di Sanguine,8 a 
Nephew of his : now there remaining 
no more to doe,the troupes had order 
to retireto their firlt ſtations, But in 
their retreate, they of 3e;7a, who were 
come forth at the noiſe, followed 
them in groſle as faras the firſt tren- 
ches which they had wonne, neuer- 
theleſle wee loft onely one Captaine, 
and {ix Souldiers in the fight we had 
with them.
